THE REJECTION OF THE 

SCOTT ACT. 

The Scott Act has been tried and 
found wanting in fourteen municipali 
ties of Ontario and ono of Nova 
.Scotia. So many crushhig defeats in 
one day must bo a great discourage 
iiient to thu advocates of prohibition 
Pour years ago tho Scott Act was 

.'irried in all these pl.tccs by large 

najurities. This year it was rejeeted 
iiy majuril ies in some cases l.ai'^er. 

W'e iire iiuL surprised at this, Tlu 
'-anada Temperance law ia seldum 
.jarried in any place by the hearty 

i.ssent of the majority of the elector 
A sort of moral coercion ia used by its 
advocates. Those who oppose the 
.act are stigmatized as the advocates of 
rum and as the enemies of the cause 
of temperance. Many who not
